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EXERCISE ''CO-OPERATION I'! 
oem: hacen bet hell arbre uaa sath 


A Canadian Civil Defence Exercise, ''Co-operation I'', was carried out 
on 10th and 11th May, 1957. With the exception of Quebec, Prince Edward Island, 
and Manitoba, all provinces participated in this exercise which was designed to 
train Control Centre staffs at all levels, test communications systems and pro- 
cedures, and study problems which might arise in the implementation of the 
National Survival Plan, 


For the purpose of the Exercise, it was assumed that the International 
situation had deteriorated when the Suez crisis was reflected in Europe, and that 
war was imminent. The Canadian Government, acting in consultation with the 
United Kingdom and the United States, decided to put Phase "'A'" of the Survival 
Plan into effect. During ''Co-operation I" three Control Centres were activated 
in Alberta -- Provincial Headquarters, Northern Zone and the City of Edmonton, 
The three Centres were manned by headquarters personnel and volunteers from 
municipalities throughout the Province. In addition, liaison officers from Western 
Army Command, the Royal Canadian Air Force, the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police, together with Rover Scouts from the City of Edmonton, worked on a three 
shift basis from 1400 hours on 10th May to 1700 hours on 11th May. 


At 1345 hours on Friday, 10th May, ''WARNING BLUE' was received at 
A.C.D.H.Q. This indicated that the Federal Cabinet had decided to implement 
Phase "A" of the Survival Plan. By 1400 hours the three headquarters were 
operational and the hypothetical evacuation of the Edmonton target area was 
underway. At the same time, the advanced parties of the three headquarters 
staffs were theoretically being moved to their pre-arranged alternate locations, 
Morningside, Ponoka and Wetaskiwin. 


At 1900 hours on Friday, 'WARNING YELLOW" was assumed to have been 
passed to all municipalities, and Phase ''B' of the Survival Plan was put into 
effect, At this time, the advanced headquarters had become operational, and 
the remaining personnel of the main Control Centres were evacuated to the 
advanced locations.

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At 2200 hours, ''WARNING RED" was received, and a 5=megaton bomb fell 
on the City of Edmonton at 2255 hours and devastated the area. At 2330 hours, 
Northern Zone Headquarters reported remedial evacuation underway in the 
probable fall-out area for all persons without adequate shelter, At 2400 hours 
"WARNING WHITE" was passed to the municipalities. Throughout the night 
headquarters staffs were busily engaged in correlating information, and in deal- 
ing with the many tasks which confronted them, Civil Defence services gave aid 
and moved supplies to various areas as the need arose, 


On Saturday, at 0115 hours "WARNING YELLOW" was again passed to all 
headquarters and ''WARNING RED!" was sounded at 0300 hours, followed at 
0320 hours by a 5=megaton bomb over Banff, Civil Defence forces took immediate 
action, including remedial evacuation. Disaster struck at 0325 hours, when 
another hypothetical 5-megaton bomb was dropped on Taylor Flats in British 
Columbia, destroying the Peace River Bridge, situated between Dawson Creek 
and Fort St. John. 'WARNING WHITE" was received at 0500 hours and Phase ''!C!! 
of the operation continued, 


For exercise purposes, a break of one hour between 1200 and 1300 hours 
on Saturday, represented a lapse of 49 hours which enabled those participating 
in the Exercise to deal with situations which might arise two days after the bomb- 
ing. At 1300 hours, therefore, Phase 'D" of the Survival Plan went into 
operation, and the completion of the Exercise was announced at 1700 hours. 


Reports were subsequently compiled by the various committees, anda 
critique was held at A,C,D,H.Q., during which the lessons, arising from the 
Exercise, were analyzed, Among the suggestions put forward, was a request 
for more radiation monitoring equipment, to protect human lives and to ensure 
that food products were fit for consux:ption, It was also felt that instruction in 
the care of livestock and pets should be put into effect, 


Communication was maintained with Federal Civil Defence Authorities by 
both teletype and an amateur radio circuit. Some mechanical difficulties were 
encountered in the operation of the teletype, and the amateur radio provided a 
"back-up" circuit. The reports of the supervisors indicate that they are well 
satisfied with the performance of the radio amateurs. The Communications 
Officers consider that the zone amateur networks have now reached a satisfactory 
standard of operational efficiency. 


Members from all the services worked side by side throughout the Exercise, 
A full report is now in preparation, and will incorporate the findings of the various 
committees. 


During the afternoon of Friday, 10th May, the Lieutenant Governor of Alberta, 
His Honour Dr. J. J. Bowlen, together with the Premier, the Honourable E, C. 
Manning and the Honourable L. C, Halmrast, Minister in charge of Civil Defence, 
visited the Control] Centre at Provincial Headquarters. They were received by 
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the Co-ordinator, Air Marshal G. R, HOWAdIn, Gf tut; Ole! An do LAVOLG, 
Other visitors included Commander Norman Cameron, RCN, commanding HMCS 
Nonsuch, and Commissioner G. B. McClellan of the R.C.M.P, The official 
party spent some time studying the operational procedure and conversing with 
members manning the control centre,

members of the Government during ''Co-operation I", 


From His Honour Dr. J. J. Bowlen, Lieutenant Governor of Alberta 


May I offer my congratulations to the Civil Defence organization in this 
province, The organization and execution of this present exercise results from 
the excellent work that has been carried out during the past few years. 


The Alberta Government should be commended for keeping active and bringing 
to public attention an organization which would be of inestimable value should an 
emergency occur, 


General Worthington, Federal Civil Defence Co-ordinator, has said that 
Alberta has accomplished much in this field, 


The efficiency of, and co-operation between, the many agencies involved 
haye demonstrated the accuracy of General Worthington's observation,

It is vitally important that the general public realizes that Civil Defence 
can be effective only if each citizen understands in advance what is required of 
him, 


This present exercise brings into sharp focus the growing necessity for 
adequate civil defence preparation. Increasing facilities are being provided to 
ensure efficient disaster warning and operational procedures and a province-wide 
network of highly trained personnel is being readied to go into action should an 
emergency occur.

AROUND THE PROVINCE 


LAMONT 


A Hospital Disaster Exercise was held at the Archer Memorial Hospital 
at Lamont on Wednesday, 15th May, 1957. Object of the exercise was to test 
the hospital's disaster plan. An intensive study had been made and many new 
and valuable details were incorporated in the Lamont Plan, 


Under the Direction of Dr. Morley A. R. Young, six doctors of the 
hospital staff were allocated to various sections and thirty-five nurses under 
the direction of Miss L. M. Young, were active in the exercise. All staff 
were called by telephone when the alert was sounded and although reserve 
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staff came from as far afield as twenty miles, all were prepared when the 
"Casualties" arrived. 


Forty high school students from grades X and XI were prepared as 
"Simulated" casualties under the supervision of Miss L. E. Kremer, Nurse 
Consultant at A.C.D.H.Q., and stretcher bearers were provided from the 
Sherritt Gordon Plant at Fort Saskatchewan. 


Hospital stretcher bearers and runners were all members of the Lamont 
R,C.A.F. Cadet Corps. 


Emergency feeding of the hospital patients and staff was carried out and 
a substantial meal was served to approximately 110 persons, including bed 
patients, in 15 minutes, The dishes used were collected in 6 minutes. 
Following the exercise, a critique was held under the Chairmanship of 
Dr. Morley A. R. Young. A full report on the exercise is being ‘compiled.

LETHBRIDGE 


More than 100 Civil Defence workers and some 250 volunteer "evacuees" 
and ''casualties" participated in a Civil Defence Exercise held at Lethbridge 
on 30th May, 1957. 


Three Welfare centres were established and a central registry was set 
up. 


The primary part of the exercise was the testing of St. Michael's 
Hospital Disaster Plan, Forty Simulated" casualties were received, registered 
and attended to during the two and a quarter hours of the exercise. Dr. Grant 
Christie, who supervised the hospital plan, stated that his staff had received 
excellent training in the plan, and that weak points could now be remedied, 
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BANFF NURSES CONVENTION 


Banff was the setting for the 3rd Annual Convention of the Alberta Asso- 
ciation of Registered Nurses, Some 400 nurses met for the 2lst to 24th May to 
fear and discuss reports. 


One of the highlights of the convention was the large 30 foot long Civil 
Defence Health Display Unit, sent from Ottawa for the occasion, 
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One of the guest lecturers was Miss L, E, Kremer, Nurse Consultant at 
A.C.D,H.Q., who spoke to the delegates on the Orientation Course for Nurses 
held from 10th to 14th June, 


The Educational Policy Committee were pleased to report that ''Disaster 
Nursing" will now be included in the basic curriculum of all training schools 
throughout the Province.
